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WAR TRAGEDY COMES TO LIGETI 
AFTER SIX YEARS—TRAITOR’S 
W §É§ BODY m issin g 
By Newton C. Parke.

PARIS, Aug. 24— The theft of th< 
body of n French officer from its 
grave near LuneviHe by a mysterious 
miled woman in black has bought 
to light one of the early tragedies of 
the war, hidden for six years by cen- 
ioifhip regulations. 
Late in September, W ll,t a regi­ 
ment of French colonials was ordered 
to advance in the direction of Rozc- 
lieures, a village near LuneviHe. The 
road was strongly held by the Ger­ 
mans, 
who 
had placed several ma­ 
chine guns in an old brewery, from 
which hey poured forth a murderous 
fire. 
The colonials were suffering severe 
losses when suddenly a French com­ 
mander, Major Wolf, raised his sabre 
with a white handkerchief attached 
The Germans immediately in front 
tailed their fire, but when the colo­ 
nials 
on their side of the brewery 
continued the attack, the rat-tat-tat 
of the 
German mitrailleuse was re­ 
sumed. 
Several 
young 
French officers 
rushed at Major Wolf and demanded 
to know why he had raised the white 
dag. 
He gave incoherent k*vswcrs, 
whereupon one of his subordinates^ 
oh rust a revolver into his face, dis­ 
armed him and marched him to the 
rear, while the battle continued. 
That night the major was brought 
before a council of war. 
His excuse 
was that he had tried to deceive the 
Germans by halting their fire while 
his troops on the flunks closed in and

“This is a "shameful admission on 
the part of any French soldier,” com­ 
mented one of his judges, and Wolf 
was unanimously condemned to death. 
It developed during the trial that he 
had become addicted to drugs during 
a long term of service in the colonies 
and it was further reported that hie 
brother 
was. commanding the Ger- 
uan detachment with whom his own 
rroeps were engaged. The death sen 
ence was carried out the tame night 
by his own troops. 
The body was buried in the corner 
if an orchard. Once a year the “wom- 
tn in black” came to lay a wreath of 
’ower* on the despised tomb. 
Each 
year, as soon as she had disappeared 
down the road the villagers tore the 
wreath to pieces and trampled it under 
¿heir feet. 
A few days ago H was noticed that 
the earth upon the grave had been 
disturbed 
The authorities decided to 
open it and they found that with the 
exception of two small bones and an 
ndentlty disc, the remains of Major 
Wolf had disappeared. 
An investigation developed the fact 
that two weeks before the “woman in 
black” had visited the viUage.

in the morning she came down the 
road from the direction of the grave 
staggering under the weight of a huge 
valise. * Shu hired oni^uf the men uf
